Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 and 10-37 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a near-infrared light-absorbing fluorophosphates 
glass which does not contain arsenic nor lead. The instant claims recite specific compositional 
and/or transmittance properties for the fluorophosphates glass. 

The closest prior art is deemed to be U.S. 4,303,298 by Yamashita. Yamashita discloses a 
near infrared absorbing glass, however Yamashita does not disclose that the glass is a 
fluorophosphate glass only a phosphate glass. The glass of the instant invention is a 
fluorophosphate glass. See Applicant's remarks filed 19 May 2006, pages 8-14.
